An aflign- | 
ment of a part of the revenues of the fate, 
to the ſuperior officers of government, or for 
the ſupport of individuals, or of particular 
eitabliſhments. They are either muſhroot, 
or guire muſuroot, that is, conditional, or up- 


conditional. The grant of the former ſpe- 


ciſies certain ſervices to be performed by 
the perſon upon whom it is conferred, and 
is uſually given to officers of government, to 


be held by them whilſt in office, but reſuma - 
ble on their office being vacated. An uncon- 


ditional jagheer, does not ſpecify any ſer- 
vices to be performed. In Behar, the jag- 


heers are almoſt univerſally of this kind. 


The grant was made under the ſeal and 
ſignature of the Vizier, for a certain num- 


ber of daams, and the names of the perg un- 


nahs, and amount receivable from each, were 
particularized on the back of the grant. 
The Dewan of the province, on the part of 
the King, gave a ſunnud mutauluk, or grant 
correſponding with that of the Vizier. In 
this was ſpecified the number and names of 


the villages appropriated for the diſcharge. | 
of the ſeveral quotas of rent receivable from 


each pergunnah, —The Nazim or Viceroy of 
the province then iſſued a perwannah go- 
zauſht, or order for delivering. up to the 
proprietor the lands as particularized in the 
mutauluk ſunnud of the Vizier: ſuch a jag · 


heerdar is entitled” to all the financial regar 


lities of his jagheer, not only the crown rent, 


but all the ſubſequent ſobahdary aſſeſſmento, 


and additional receipts of annual rental, be- 


ſides inferior local juriſdiction, with ordinary 


zemindary perquiſites. Jagheers are nei 
ther alienable, nor hereditary; but on de- 
miſe of the proprietor, revert to the governs 
ment. It is for this reaſon: they are always 


| conferred under the authority of the Vizier,. 


and not under the royal ſeal. Whilſt the 
coultitution of Delhi remained entire, the 
eſtabliſhment of the Nazim Dewan, the 


Foujdars, and all the great officers. of ſtate, 
the charge of maintaining a fleet of armed 
boats at Dacca, to repel the attacks of the 
Muggs, the artillery, and all the principal 
departments of government, were provided 


for by aſſignments of the revenue of particu- 


lar tracts of land, which were called, from 
that circumſtance, jagheer mehals. The 
Zemindars in whoſe territories they were ſi- | 
| twated, were allowed a proportionate redue- 
tion in their jumma: but of late years, as 
the ſeveral Nabobs gradually threw off their 
ſubjection to the Emperors, the ſyſtem of

mindary is anſwerable, in ſuch manner how. 
ever, as only to deprive the new zemindar of 
a part of his profits; but not to ſubject him 
to any loſs, or affect the revenue of govern- 


ment; but no mortgage is deemed valid un- 


leſs it be regiſtered in the public cutcherry, 
Zemindars, by the nature of their tenures, 
have no longer a right to their lands than 


whilſt they pay their revenues ; in caſe of 


failure, the ſale of their lands conſequently 
is a more juſt and uſeful recompenſe to go- 
rernment, than ſubjeding them to corporeal 
puniſhment. Should they, however, at any 
time be prevented fulfilling their engage» 
ments, by unavoidable accidents rather than 
by their own miſmanagement, equity will 
point out what indulgence they may be en- 
_ titled to on that account.
